— Lesfhrnidt, whoso observations have 


been confirmed by Stoncy and Sir W. 
Thompson, calculates that each molecule 
of hydrogen measures, at the most, not 
more than a fifty-millionth of an inch in 
diameter—a minuteness of which we can 
form absolutely no conception.

the most powerful 
microscopes, lines 


ruled on glass the ninety-thousandth of 
an inch apart can be perceived, although 
confusion of the lines begins at the scv- 
ty-foiirth-thousand of an inch, rendering 
distinct vision beyond that limit impossi- 
ble \vith any instruments now known. 
Sorcry believes that a length of one 
eighU-thousandth of an inch would con- 
tain from five hundred to two thousand 
molecules—say, five hundred in albumen 
and two thousand in water.

the president said: "Summing up the 
principal results whicy have been attained 
in the last half-century, we may mention 
(over ;md above the accumulation of facts) 
the theory of evolution, the antiquity of 
man, and the far greater antiquity of the 
world itself; the correlation of the phy- 
sical forces and the conservation of ener- 
gy ; spectrum analysis and its application 
to celestial physics; the higher algebra 
and the modern geometry; lastly, the in- 
numerable applications of science to prac- 
tical life—as, for instance,in photography 
the locomotive engine, the electric tele- 
graph, the spectroscope, and, most re- 
cently, the electric light and the tele- 
phono." 


—Marble is generally considered to be 


a very rigid material. A remarkable case, 
however, is given by the M. Guebhard, in 
which a marble slab at one side of a door 
in the Alliambra of Grenada has been 
bent considerably out of shape by super- 
incumbent weight, without breaking. The 
slab is ten feet high, nine inches broad 
and tuo inches thick.

ago, Vrof. S. W. Peck, to illustrate the 
exploMveness of a mixture of dust and 
air, s:iid: "If a large log of wood were 
ignited, it might be a week before being 
entirely consumed. Split it up into cord 
word, and pile it up loosely, and it would 
burn iii a couple of hours. 
Again, split 


it up into kindling wood, pile it up loose- 
ly, and perhaps it would burn in less than 
an hour. Cut it up into shavings and al-

An abuse has grown up of late, espe- 


cially in the West, that the Treasury De- 
partment will probably devise some means 
to discourage at an early day. It appears 
that many persons engaged in trade have 
established a custom of punching holes in 
fractional silver coins. It is believed 
that they take in the pieces in perfect 
condition, punch out a small portion, and 
pass then again. To such an extent is 
this abuse practiced in some localities 
that the banks have made complaint and 
have adopted measures to check it by es- 
tablishing .notes of discount for defaced 
coins. The custom is to allow but about 
five cents for the punched ten cent pieces; 
fifteen to twenty cents for the quarters, 
and about forty cents for the half dollars. 
The Treasury Department will probably 
advise the public to refuse these coins 
whenever offered to them as the most ef- 
fectual means of putting a stop to this 
species of vandalism. 
Any person may 


refuse to take a coin with a hole punched 
in it on the ground that Its value is not 
what it was when issued and stamped by 
the government. 


The Inventor, or some one of its wri- 


ters, has long had an indistinct notion 
that thu future generations would be as 
familiar with balloons as this is with the 
rail or steamboat. It is noted now, since 
it has been discovered that electricity 
can be boxed up, so to speak, some of the 
progressive bolloonists are at work on a 
plan to utilize this power, not only as an 
operative force on these airships, but 
also as u means for steering.

WHAT IT HAS DONE FOR TIIK Woni.n 


AND MAY DO AGAIN. 


Ice, as a geological agent, has played a 


most important part in modifying the 
past and shaping the present features of 
the earth, and in producing a large por- 
tion of the deposits which form its surface. 
But in considering the relations of glaci- 
ation to the history of organic life on the 
earth and to the early development of 
man, and in contemplating its possible 
relations to the career of the human race 
in tho distant future, Prof. Slialer finds 
the subject invested with an interest 
reater than that belonging to any other 
ranch of geology. 
In the light of re- 


cently acquired evidence it iscertain that 
man existed before the last glacial period 
and survived its trials ; and it is equally 
certa'n that the earth has been repeatedly 
subjected to cold periods, which have 
covered the continents again and again 
with sheets of ice, such as now only oc- 
cupy a small space of lowlands about the 
wle and the uppermost levels of the 
ligher mountains. Prof. Slmlcr believes 
that there is no reason to expect an earjy 
•ecurrence of such a cold period ; nevcr- 
.heless, one might need such a reassuring 
>elief in considering the peculiarly deli- 
cate adjustment which, in his introductory 
:haptcr, he points out as existing between 
the conditions of temperature and moist- 
ire and life on our plants, Life here 
vould be impossible if the temperature 
of the whole earth's surface should, for a 
considerable period of time, rise above 
100 degrees or full below 32 degrees; 
yet the range of temperature in the uni- 
verse around and near us is said to be 
enormous beyond conception. The sur- 
"ace of the sun cannot have a ternpera- 
ure of less than 100,000 degrees Fohrcu- 
leit, while the temperature of some por- 
ion of the space between the earth and 
he sun is probably not less than '250 de- 
grees below zero. It is the vapor of wa- 
er in the atmosphere which, acting like a 
jlanket, prevents the escape into space 
f the heat essential to terrestrial life. If 
line 100 feet long be taken to represent 
he total range of temperature in the so- 
ar system, a length of little more than 
no inch will represent the utmost limit 
f the range of temperature at which or- 
auic life such as now exists on the earth, 
an possibly maintain its existence. Un- 
er these circumstances one might fear 
liat a fatal change of temperature at the 
urface of the earth might be too easily 
rought about by some slight accident, 
able to occur in a much better regulated 
niverse than ours sometimes appears to 
e.

"roves, the spacious avenues, the beautiful 
and sublime scenes, the noble mansion— 
but alas' the august inhabitant wan now 
no more. That great soul w:is youe. His 
mortal part was there indeed, but ah! 
how affecting ! how awful the spectacle of 
such worth and greatness, thus, to mortal 
eyes, fallen!—Yes1 fallen1 fallen1 


In the long and lofty Portico, where 


oft the Hero walked in all his glory, now 
lay the shrouded corpse. The counte- 
nance full composed and serene, seemed 
to depress the dignity of the spirit, which 
lately dwelt in that lifeless form !

February, I860, Congress passed the fol- 
lowing act: "That all letters and packets 
carried by post to and from Mary Lin- 
coln, widow of the late Abraham Lincoln, 
be carried free of postage during her 
natural life." 
In 1^70 the following act 


was passed: "That ihe Secretary of the 
Interior be, and is hereby authorized, to

UNINTENTIONAL MUKDKKOF A TKAJIP. 


—On Monday evening, the 19th inst, as 
Constable John Harr, of Quakertown, 
was passing through the toll-gate between 
that place and Bunker Hill, he noticed 
that the wife of the gate-keeper was sob- 
bing, and appeared to be in great dis- 
tress. 
Mr. Harr being well acquainted 


with her, inquired the cause of her trou- 
ble, when she informed him she had just 
been grossly insulted and abused by a 
couple of tramps, man and woman, be- 
cause she refused to give them what they 
asked for. The tramps were then in 
sight, going down the turnpike, and Mr. 
| Hiirr soon overtook them, when they com- 
menced abusing him. Having business 
on hand further down the road, which 
had to be attended to that evening, he 
passed on. On his return, just about 
dark, he was stopped by the hotel-keeper, 
at Smoketowii, about two miles below the 
above mentioned toll-gate, who told Mr. 
Ilarr that William Kollo, the gate-keeper, 
had just killed a tramp. Mr. Ilarr got a 
lantern, and upon going under the shed, 
he found the man tramp, alluded to above, 
lying on the ground dead 
He ordered 


the people of the place to let the dead 
man remain undisturbed until the arrival 
of the coroner, whom he would notify as 
soon as possible. Mr. Harr notified Dep- 
uty Coroner Smith, of Quakertown, then 
getting a warrant from 'Squire Ponti, 
went down and arrested Mr. Kollo. 
The 


coroner held an inquest on Tuesday,-and 
on Wednesday morning, constable Harr 
brought his prisoner to Doylestown and 
lodged him in jail, under commitment 
from 'Squire Ponti. The woman tramp 
was also lodged in jail at the same time. 
It appears that William Kollo was not at 
home when these tramps abused his wife, 
but came home soon after. 
Upon hear- 


ing how his wife had been insulted by the 
foot-pads, he became, of course, greatly 
enraged at their conduct, and started off 
after them for the purpose of inflicting 
punishment, which he did effectually, but 
with the least expectation of a fatal ter- 
mination. 
When arrested by the con- 


stable, he had not heard of the man's 
death, and horror-stricken, exclaimed: 
"My, God! he is not dead t" It appeared 
upon post-mortem examination by Dr. 
Linderman, of Quakertown, that "a blood 
vessel had been ruptured by a kick in 
the side, causing almost instant death af- 
ter Mr. Kollo left. 
This is very sad and 


unfortunate occurrence, as Mr. Kollo 
only intended to punish the man for in- 
sulting his wife, and had not the remotest 
idea that he had killed him, until arrested 
for the crimes The prisoner is twenty- 
nine years of age, has no children, and is 
highly esteemed in tbe neighborhood.— 
Doyhstown Democrat.

—The wife of Jason Cox, a shoemaker, 


living in Florence, N. J., died on Mon- 
day afternoon of genuine hydrophobia af- 
ter suffering three days' horrible torture. 
Mrs. Cox was 63 years of age and was a 
large, stout woman, weighing, perhaps, 
two hundred pounds. On August 15 she 
picked up a small terrier dog, intending 
to hand it over the fence to a neighbor, 
when the animal turned and buried its 
teeth in her right check. The wound 
was painful at the time, but after adhe- 
sive plaster had been applied it healed 
up and nothing more was thought of it 
until some one advised Mrs. Cox to re- 
open the cut, which she did, and it healed 
a second time, and a fortnight later the 
matter was almost forgotten. On last 
Thursday evening Mrs. Cox attended a 
church festival in the village, and while 
eating a plate of ice cream felt a numb 
pain shoot down from her cheek to her 
left shoulder. The day following she was 
taken with a chill, followed by a slight 
fever, which the family considered the 
01 -ioary malarial trouble, 
On tbe after- 


noon of Friday, however a significant 
symptom appeared. 
The woman became 


thirsty as the fever increased, and re- 
quested a glass of water. When it was 
handed to her she shuddered slightly and 
was unable to swallow only a small quan- 
tity, and that with considerable difficulty. 
Dr. Town of Florence was called in on 
Saturday morning, and when he arrived 
Mrs. 
Cox presented the symptoms of 


chills and fever, for which he prescribed 
quinine, but finding the patient unable to 
swallow, and learning her aversion to all 
liquids he at once suspected tbe true 
state of the case, and called in Dr. Gauntt 
of Burlington in consultation. Mrs. Cox 
then showed unmistakable evidences of 
rabies in her horror of water and sensi- 
tive appreciation of the slightest draught 
of air. 
She continued restless and fever- 


ish through Saturday afternoon and even- 
ng, continually asking for water and not 
able to endure the sight of itwhen brought 
to her. 
Early on Sunday morning the 


irst paroxysm occurred, which was fol- 
owed four hours later by another. Pros- 
tration consequent upon the 
terrible 


struggles ensued, and hyperdermic injec- 
tions of morphia were given, which only 
tartly quieted the patient, and she con- 
tinued to exhibit all the terrible charac- 
teristics of the fatal malady in snapping 
and snarling like a dog until death came 
to her relief on Monday afternoon at 5 
o'clock.
